ARCHITECTURE: A CHANGING PROFESSION 
By John B. Rogers, FAIA, President of AIA Colorado 


The cover story for the February issue of Progressive Architecture entitled “Can 
This Profession Be Saved?” was very thought-provoking. Where is the profession of 
architecture headed? The article’s author, Thomas Fisher, has suggested that the “old 
ways of doing things no longer work” in our chosen profession and that “[if] the 
profession is moving ina single direction...with enough effort, we will be able todefine 
forms of practice in the future as clearly as we have in the past.” He also mentioned 
many of the factors affecting our field, including the electronic age (computers, faxes 
and modems) which has “permanently eliminated certain types of jobs...[and] the 
barriers of time and distance that once protected firms from competition.” 

I believe that no one else is better prepared and trained than architects to deal with 
disparate information, both requirements and restraints, and to synthesize all the needs 
and constraints into an aesthetic, functional physical facility, from a single residence 
to a city and regional plan. By increasing our own expectations of ourselves and our 
appreciation of the need for responsibility and, yes, “risk,” architects can provide the 
leadership necessary to conceive of a total integrated project and manage its execution. 

The traditional architectural schools’ dictum has been that, “You are only a real 
architect when you hang out your shingle and design a house.” I believe there is a need 
for architects in every walk of life. The schools need to broaden the architecture 
student’s foundation to extend beyond design and expand the student’s understanding 
of the lifetime use of facilities. 

Consider all the physical facilities in our built environment, and their value. Besides 
construction, there is the utilization, the maintenance and the overall useful purpose of 
a facility that needs to be managed and maintained by architects. The opportunity for 
a facility’s flexibility and service can be immeasurably increased and improved by the 
use of an architect’s skills. 

Consider the lost opportunity for the efficient use of a building when there is little 
or no understanding of the original vision of its designer in the way the facility is used. 

Consider the great advantage to society and the public when architects are utilized 
in directing and defining the problems, scope, alternatives and final direction for 
projects. 

Consider joining acommittee in your community. No matter which committee you 
are a part of, in my experience, you are the only architect there. When an issue comes 
up that is within your area of expertise, you are the expert and the committee will turn 
to you. You get the floor and generally the committee will take your suggestion because 
you are the expert. 

Increasing architects’ visibility and public service will cause a change in the 
perception and understanding required to enlarge the field of endeavor for architects. 
Architects can then fully use their abilities, imagination, vision and organizational 
skills to advance both the public and private agendas for the built environment. 

Thomas Fisher sums up what is happening within our profession by stating that

AIA COLORADO/GSA REINVENTION TASK FORCE

The Region 8 General Services Administration Design and 
Construction Branch at the Denver Federal Center invited AIA 
Colorado to establish a task force to assist them in developing 
policies to improve their AE Selection process. Region 8 has 
been designated a “Reinvention Laboratory” in conjunction 
with Vice President Gore’s reinvention of government. 

The task force met with Jerry Lowe of GSA Design and 
Construction branch on February 3rd. Jerry identified GSA’s 
six-point target agenda toward improving the Architect-Engi- 
neer selection process. In the subsequent weeks, the task force 
prepared a point-by-point response to the agenda, which was 
presented to the Board on February 18th and then sent on to 
GSA. 

Emphasis was placed upon ways to reduce the length of time 
presently required to conduct audits and negotiate fees after the 
initial AE selection is made. Format of statements of qualifica- 
tion, make-up of the GSA screening and elevation boards and 
contracting authority were also addressed. We have also offered 
to address other topics with GSA relating to project management 
procedures and requirements. Follow up meetings will be sched- 
uled after GSA reviews our initial comments and recommenda- 
tions.
